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Gas Company Budget Grows With 
Expanding Population, Business

Southern California CJas com­ 
pany this year budgeted nearly 
$1.6 million to handle capital ex­ 
penditures required by the in­ 
creasing population and expand­ 
ing business here in ils south­ 
west division, it was announced 
today by Division Manager 
E. F. Hawkesworth.

This amount Is part of the 
company's overall capital 
budget of $48.!S million, the

largest amount in the utility's 
88-year history. The capital 
budget Is primarily used 
Hawkesworth said, to cover 
costs of adding new customers, 
reinforcing the gas supply 
system, and to support a pro­ 
gram for plant and property re- 
lacemenls and additions.

Largest single item In the 
southwest division budget: is 
$633,000 to bring gas service to

nearly 10,000 new customers ex­ 
pected to be added to the divi­ 
sion during 1956. Replacing and 
altering older service* i* fore­ 
cast to cost $126.000.

Extending main pipelines to 
bring service to those customers 
required an allocation of $462,- 
000, while replacement of mains 
will require nearly $122,000. 
Connecting the new meters to 
the distribution lines will cost 
an additional $85,000.

The company's long-range 
building program, started after 
the end of World War II to pro- 

jvide badly needed offices and 
bases 1o carry on constantly 
enlarging operations, will re-

quire an expenditure during 
1956 of about $20,000, Hawkes­ 
worth iald.

The utility's total record high 
capital budget, topping last 
year's by $15.5 million, was at­ 
tributed to costs of construct­ 
ing a new 30-inch. 277-mile pipe­ 
line from JTopock at the Arizona 
border to rfewhall .

Public Utilities Commission 
hearing on the new pipeline was 
held January 9. Authorisation 
was requested to build the pipe­ 
line to deliver an additional 175 
million cubic foot of gas per 
day from mid-continent sources 
to Southern California. Tho 
Federal Power Commission has

already authorized the El Paso 
Natural Gas Co. to deliver the 
gas to the California border.

Total cost of the line is slated 
to run about $29 million, with 
Southern California and South­ 
ern Counties gas companies 
jointly sharing the cost, about 
$20.4 million for the former and 
$8.7 million for the latter. The 
cost will be spread over a tvvo- 
VCVT noriod.

Eighty per cent of man's 
knowledge comes from vision, 
it has been said. Whatever the 
percentage actually is. if is 
vision that predominates. This 
is a world of seeing; man has 
designed his part of it to please^ 
his eye. The printed word, the^ 
signal light, the automobile, the 
movies, are for those who see. 
Yet. the average person ha* 
very meager information about 
his vision, though he is almost 
totally dependent upon his eyes 
to earn his living.

The following series of ar­

vision most useful. They will — 
deal not with the rare and im- » 
probable, nor perhaps the most 
dramatic, but with the real, 
everyday knowledge each per­ 
son should possess.

The development of visual 
defects is not remote; if you 
don't have* troublesome vision 
today, you will tomorrow. By 
the age of 12, 25 per cent ot all 
children have some visual prob­ 
lem. At the age of 40, the num-^ 
ber has increased to two outW 
of every five. Beyond that, 
sometime in middle or later 
life, every person in the United 
States, almost witk no excep­ 
tion, will requlr* visual cai*— 
that is if h* want* the kind •* 
productive and joyful vision 
which is possible.
